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USING OUR WEAPONS AGAINST DEPRESSION 
It is rather dismay ing to find a W ashington 
corresp ondent rep orting that the Roosevelt ad­ 
m inistration does not intend to use many of the 
extraordinary p owers which will be p laced at its 
disp osal through the new industrial bill. 
This bit of news was m eant to be reassuring. 
Actually it is the exact op p osite. One hop es that 
it is not true. 
The industrial bill, if adop ted in its p resent 
form, would bring to American life the most 
sweep ing change that has come since the adop ­ 
tion of the Constitution itself. 
It would p ut 
industry on an entirely new basis, and it would 
thereby change p rofoundly the conditions under 
which the average American earns his living. 
But in sp ite of those facts — or, rather, because 
of them — the bill is in many way s the most en­ 
couraging single factor on the horizon. 
T hat we have in W ashington a Congress and 
an executive willing to enact a measure of this 
k ind entitles us to hop e that we shall eventually 
work our way out of the dep ression and enter a 
fairer era. 
To p ass such a bill and then to sit back and let 
it gather dust on the shelves, trusting hop efully 
tha t the interp lay of natural forces will carry 
us on up in such a m anner tha t drastic action 
will not be needed — that would be to go straight 
back to where we were a coup le of y ears ago. It 
would be to give up the idea of a p lanned econo­ 
my in favor of drifting. 
Our situation being w hat it is, we have nothing 


to fear from a government tha t is willing to live 
up to the President’s p romise of “bold, p ersis­ 
tent exp erim entation.” 
Our greatest danger 
would be a governm ent tha t tried too hard to 
p lay safê. 
Commodity p rices are beginning to rise, fac­ 
tory p roduction is beginning to increase — true 
enough, and very welcome signs they are; but to 
seek to ride up on these elevators without p utting 
into effect far-reaching correctives would be to 
leave unaltered the fundam ental m aladjust­ 
m ents tha t caused our woes in the first p lace. 
The true conservative in times lik e these — the 
m an who really w ants to p reserve as m any as 
p ossible of our traditional institutions—is the 
m an who is willing to adop t new measures. The 
m an to be afraid of is the m an who tries to stick 
in the old grooves.---------- Q -----------
